H. Reardon, who accompanied him, took 
place while the two men were talking to 
Henry Rance, head of the Steger police force 
Rance, the men asserted, made no effort to 
prevent the assault. : 


Part of So-Called Expose. 

The assault is the outcome of the trouble 
between John V. Steger, the millionaire 
plano manufacturer, and the Musical Cur~ 
rier, which has been conducting a series of 
alleged exposures of Stegerism,“ dealing 
mostly with the treatment of employés of the 
Steger factory at Steger. 

William Geppert, editor of the paper; T. B. 
Thompson, who has been writing the so- 
called exposé; Mare A. Blumerberg, preal- 
dent of the Musical Currier company, and 
A. L. Schmoeger, secretary of the company, 
were indicted for libel last week on com- 
plaint of Mr. Steger. 

Murphy, the photographer, accompanied 
by Reardon, were sent to Steger to get pho- 
tographs of the town, especially working- 
men’s homes. When they returned in the

Figures Gathered by Expert 
Show Great Life Waste 
in This Country. 


FIVE PER CENT OF TOTAL, 


| Physicians Urged to Use Voice 
and Vote Against Evil in 


New York, Jan. 21.—[Speetal.I— Edward 
Bunnell Phelps has made a scientific study of 
the mortality of alcoho! in this country in 4 
4 bogktsrecently published. He has based his 
Ogures on the year 1008 and finds that alcohol. 
caused 66,000 deaths, directly or indirectly, in 
f that year. Commenting on this, the Medical | 
Record sgys: 
“The effect of alcoho! upon the mortelity 
figures of a community has become a thread- 
bare subject in speeches and writings of pro- 
hibition and anti-prohibition publicists; yet, 
indeed, few subjects of sociological nature 
deserve more frequent mention. The trouble 
has been, however, that such mention was 
rarely. if ever, founded upon a real study of 
the subject, but was simply an indicator of 
the intolerance of the defenders of one or the 
other political or social creed. 
_ “There’is no question that for men inter- 
‘ ested In insurance matters the problem of the 

mortality of alcohol’ is one of foremost 
rank, and it it to their credit that one of the 
best scientific studies of the matter that has 
yet appeared comes from one of their num- 
ber. Mr. Phelps, who has published several 
statistical stygies in similar fields, has taken 
the total adult mortality in the United States 
for the year 1908 as the groundwork of his 


Method Used for Statistics. 
“His method was simple. 
from the medical directors of three large in- 
surance companies their estimate of the per- 
esntage of male deaths between the age of 20 
2.4 74, directly or indireectiy due to alcohol, 
for each of the 106 causes of death listed in 
the census’ statistics for that year. From 
these estimates he figured the probable mor- 
tality from the same causes among females 
and then made an approximation of the 
probable mortality of the whole country, in- 
cluding the so-called nonregistration area 
from which direct mortality statistics were 
not avaflable. 

In defense of this method of study it may 
be grented that medical directors of insur- 
nce companies have much broader knowl- 
edge of the general subject of mortality and 
the effect upon it of certain specific causes 
then even the busiest and most promi- 
nent of practitioners of medicine.

Samuel A. Ettelson, state senator from the 
Third district, issued a statement last night 
announcing he is a candidate for the Re- 
publicdn nomination for state's attorney, in- 
dependent of the Republican organization 
and the convention to be held on Saturday.

“It may be said that this convention is not 
absolutely binding, that the direct primary 
law gives the people the power of veto upon 
the selection of the bosses. © answer is 
the people had a power of veto under the old 
syetem, because a candidate could file a peti- 
tion and run independently of the regular 
nomination. 

In every werd in Chicago a boss will die-

“If the power to do these things could be 
conferfted by the legislature, it would in-

The 
legislature has power only to confer upon 
the south park commisisoners the right to 
take lands for park purposes. 


Proposed Plan Is Better 
for the Public: 


New argumefits favoring the proposed im- 
provement of the lake shore between Grant 
park and Fitty-firsi street were made yes- 
terday at the public hearing of the city eoun- 
cil committee on harbors. wharves, and 
bridges. 

Bryan Lathrop, a member of the Lincoln 
park board, took part in the controversy for 
the first time, urging the, passage of the 
ordinance, ratifying the agrecment between 
the Illinois Central and the south park com- 
missioners. Charles H. Wacker, one of the 
leading supporters .of the scheme, outlined 
the provisions of the agreement and the ad- 
vantages of the proposed plan of obtaining 
riparian rights to submerged lands. 

Robert Redfield, atterney for the park 
board, announced he would present to the 
seommittee today a certificate of title of the 
lake shore land. Addison Blakely, 631 Grove- 
land park, urged the committee to compel 
the railroad to depress its tracks, so the 
right of way could be covered and a boule- 
vard built on top. 


Lathrop Favors Agreements. 

Mr. Lathrop told the committee the Lin- 
colin park board has the power of condemna- 
tion, which certain opponétnis: of the pro- 
posed scheme declare the south park com- 
missioners should obtain from the legisla- 
ture. He explained, however, that although 
it has that right the board has not ekercised 
t. He said riparian rights have been ob- 
tained from shore owners by agreements in- 
Btead of resorting to costly and prolonged 
court proceedings. 

Mr. Lathrop in e this action said: 

I took the ground that, as the state owns 
the submerged lands and as the state will 
own the park extensions it was an eminent- 


ly proper and judicious use to make of the 


ands to apply a portion of them to acquire 
the riparian rights instead of taxing the peo- 
ple to pay for them. 


Condemnation Too Costly. 

“The plan submitted by the,south park 
commissioners is similar in principle, but 
the case is much stronger and the urgenecv 
greater. What the park commissioners seek 
to acquire is not merely the riparian rights 
of the shore ‘owners, but some valuable 
tracts of existing land. 

To acquire these riparian rights ang these 


tracts of land by condemnatien would involve 


much delay and costly litigation and an un- | 
certain sum, but probably several millions of

No power of condemnation given by the 
legislature to the south park board w. 
enable, the commissioners to accomplish the 
gplendid results here involved through the 
courts. Such a thing would be practleally im- 
possible. ’ 


Point: to Legal Phases. 

“If, as is suggested, the legislature may 
give the commissiorers. power to condemn 
the riparian rights and make compensation 
therefor in money, this by no means ac- 
complishes the objects sought. 7 

“Consider for a moment an effort to con- 
demn the Illinois Central ratiroad station 
and office , building—to extend Twelfth 
Street. What would such an effort mean, 
‘even if power to do so existed? No power 
of condemnation can deprive’ the road of its 
station, because the station and railroad 
are necessary for the public use, nor can 
you take away its railroad lands where 
they are for the public use. Even if it were 
possible to acquire the land for the site for 
the museum, or to cendemn its railroad sta- 
tion to widen and extend Twelfth street, the 
amount of money involved would be so tre- 
mendous and the litigation so protracted 
the enterprise could never be carried out.” 


Rozenthal Argues Again. 

Mr. Rosenthal protested against allowing 
great railroad: yards to be built between the 
city and the proposed park. 

“We ought not to have great railroad 
yards along our lake front if we don’t need 
them,“ said Mr. Rosenthal. “If we are 
contemplating a great improvement, let us 
make it a great improvement by insisting 
that the Illinois Central depress its tracks 
and not extend its right of way.“

Instead of starting at 
West Baden, as in previous years, the play- 
ers will proceed direct to New Orleghs and 
put in there the five days assigned to the 
Indiana resort early in March.

BRANDEIS SCORES TRUST 


Declares Corporation Pays Less 
Wages than Actual Cost 
of Living. 


New York, Jan. 30.—Earnings of the United 
States Steel corporation for the fourth quar- 
ter of 1911, made public today, were $23,106,- 
115, with net earnings of $19,978,521. These 
figures, which are subject to slight changes 
upon completion of the audit for the year, 
barely cover the amount applicable to pre- 
ferred and common dividends at the pres- 
ent rates of 7 and 5 per cent per annum, 
spectively. The usual quarterly divid 
at these rates were declared by the directors. 
at their meeting to“ 

Earnings for the year aggregated $104,- 


255,563, with net earnings of $84,536,835. 


These figures compare with $141,144,001 and 
$116,895,134, respectively, in 1910, and are, 
the lowest returns since 1908, the year fol- 
lowing the financial and general industrial 
depression. 


Big Loss in n 

Atter payment of the preferred and com- 
mon dividends the surplus net income for the 
final quarter of the year was reduced to 
$80,638, as against $408,000 in the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1910. At the end of the latter 
year the corporation carried forward a bal- 
ance surplus of $10,928,719. At the end of 
1911 the total surplus was reduced to 84,788. 
462. 

It is noteworthy that throughout the year 
1911 the steel eorporation made > appro- 
priation from the surplus of expenditures of 
any kind, whereas in 1910 the sum of 16.000. 
000 was appropriated for various expendi- 
tures, including additional properties, new 
plants and construction and $1,000,000 to 
cover advanced mining royalties. 

Today's meeting of the directore was of 


unusual duration, but no statement other 


than that of earnings was vouchsafed by any 
of the corporation's officials. 


“Starvation” Wage to Employes. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—That @ per 
cent of the employés of the United States 
Steel corporation in the Pittsburgh district 
earn less than the actual cost of subsistence 
ot the average American family in Pitts- 
burgh was a calculation made at the steel 
trust hearing today by Louis D. Brandeis. 

“The Associated Charities of Pittsburgh 
have computed the cost of bare existence of 
a family of a husband, a wife, and three 
children in that city at $768 a year,” said he. 
„By working twelve hours a day, 866 days 
a year, 65 per cent of the steel workers there 
earn $1.60 less than the amount actually re- 
quired for the bare cost of living.“ 

‘How about other industries which pay 
an average of 16 cents an hour? asked At- 
torney D. A. Reed for the steel corporation. 

“We are not here to extol your neigh- 
bors. They are not under investigation; you 
are, retorted Mr. Brandeis. 

Mr. Brandeis declared that in ten years the 
steel corporation had taken from the Amer- 
ican people $650,000,000 in excess of a liberal 
profit on its investment. 

“This enormous profit.“ he said, has 
been used to grind down its employés to the 
misery of their present condition.”

PLAN WAR ON RATE CHANGES
